Premier Lloyd George in a speech here 
today dealing with the recent meeting 
of the allied supreme council said that 
before the last election he laid it down 
that Germany was morally bound to 
pay for the wanton damage she had in- 
flicted but that one could 
only 
get 


from a debtor what te was cipable ol 
paying. He asserted in this connection 
that Germany must not be allowed to 
pay in a way that would injure 
the 


country receiving payment, by cheap 
goods, for example. 
Mr Lloyd George pointed out that 


Germany, being temporarily bankrupt 
represented a baffling difficulty to the 
experts when it came to the question 
of her paying outside her own frontier. 
With all these difficulities in mmd, he 
said, the allies ha<l 
reached 
certain 
conclusions last week and had present- 
ed a"bill which was framed on the basib 
of Germany prosperitj. 
If Germany 


were not prosperous, she could not pay 
and if she •were prospeious> she could 
and must.

Returning the measure to the houte, 
the president said he was unable to 
see in the condition of the world at 
large or in the net els of the United 
States "any change" th.it would justify 
a restriction upon the irunimum enlist 
ed strength ,of 280,000 men provided for 
in the recently enacte>cl army reorgan- 
ization bill 


Quoting the resolution as restricting 
the enlisted strength of the army to 
175,000 men, the president said: 
"No provision is made in the resolu- 


tion for the preser\ ation of any pro- 
portional strength in 
the 
combatant 


corps of the army and a mere discon- 
tinuance of enlistment would, for a long 
time preserve the staff corps dispropor- 
tionately enlisted anel the combatant 
corps insufficiently manned to maintain 
the proportioning union aught to be 
assured in any army of 175 000 men is 
to be efficient in propoition to its aggre- 
gate number. 


"On the fourth (lav of June 1920, I

cress, providing for innrcaniKation of 
the army.

DAY OF SMALL PROFITS. 


R_ H. Williams, vice president of the 


National Bank of Commerce of New 
York, recently told the 
Knit Goods 


Manufacturers of America that the time 
of big profits is over. 
Sellers must 


compete for business, he said. But he 
did not feel that this seems an end of 
large business opportunity. 
He showed 


that great successes are often achieved 
on small margins of profit. 
The busi 


ness done on a close margin attracts 
volume of trade, and it becomes possi- 
ble to develop it by efficiency methods 
into large achievement. 


The war times gave many people the 


big profits idea. They felt they could 
swell their gams without anyone notic- 
ing it. They built up a topheavy price j 
structure. Prices got so high that peo- j 
pie would not btiy. Then came a sud 
den drop. Many of the profiteers fell 
into the hole they had themselves dug. 


The business that sets out. to deal on 


o close margin wins the confidence of 
the public. Not merely does it help peo- 
ple live at a minimum of costs, but it 
gives an impression of reasonableness 
and service that creates good will. If 
it supports this policy by consistent ad- 
vertising it gets a steady patronage, 
low cost operation and rapid turnover 
of capital, so that small profits bring 
good dividends.

Your physician may presci-lbe a regi- 
men calculated to relieve the high ten- 
sion by building up the general health 
and eliminating worry, excitement and 
undue haste, but the 
sufferer must 
make an independent effort, aside from 
the medical aid given her. 


The monotonous grind of daily work, 


whether it be in the home or a business 
office, should be broken by periods of 
physical exercise and mental exhilara- 
tion. The ideal day is separated into 
three parts, eight hours for sleep, eight 
hours for work and the remaining eight 
hours for recreation. 
Staying at home 
with but few outside interests and in- 
fluences dulls the brain and makes one 
less companionable for the society of 
people who enjoy a certain amount of 
pleasure derived from outside sources. 


Reading should be undertaken as a 
means of education and as a diversion, 
especially with those books that tend 
to give the reader a higher, broader 
viewpoint of things. A humorous story 
makes an excellent tonic for 
nerves 
that jangle and will not be ignored.

Edison's laboratory on the train, an 
enraged conductor pitched Edison and 
all his belongings off, and this ended 
his moving laboratory.

yas &n improvement on a telegraphic 
instrument. Another one was a stock 
ticker, which he sold to the Western 
Union Teleerapk Company and re- 
ceived the sum of $40.000. This sum 
enabled Edison to open a plant of his 
own in Newark, N. J., and with this 
equipment, he began in earnest his 
laboratory work, from which have come 
the 
mam- epoch-making 
inventions 


that have made the name "Edison" a 
household word. 
Since the establish- 


ment of this fir?t laboratory, Edison 
has made several hundred inventions; 
two of his most widely known achieve- 
ments being tho 
perfection of the 


electric light ami the invention of the 
phonograph. 
Untold 
millions have 


been added to the wealth of the world 
because of the Edison inventions, arid 
the pleasure and joy of living have 
been increased many fold by the cease- 
!e« activity of this great inventor. 
Although now past the age of seventy, 
Edison is still a tireless worker and his 
brain has lost none of its brilliancy.

Every owner of a car which has a 


Parting and 
lighting system 
should 


have a wiring diagram of the electric 
system, and 
should 
not 
only 
hav,e 


studied it. so as to be able to read it 
,n case of need, but should keep it in 
:he car. A wire may become detached, 
and often even experienced mechanics 
will be at a loss to know where it be- 
onjrs unless guided by the wiring dia- 
gram. 


As a rule, the wiring diagram is given 


n the instruction book of the car. or in 
a special instruction book furnished by 
:he makers of the electrical equipment. 
If you have not such a diagram, . it 
would be well to write to the makers 
'or one. 


In all wiring diagrams, for space's 


iake. certain symbols are used to indi- 
cate the various units and devices, and 
t is necessary to know the meaning- of 
these symbols in order to be able to 
read the diagram. The same symbol is 
used by all makers and all diagrams to 
ndicate certain of 
the 
devices 
and 


methods of wiring, but for others, such 
as switches, interrupter points, auto- 
matic contacts, there is no 
uniform 


•symbol.

paid to Dr. James A. Naismith by the 
National Intercollegiate Athletic asso- 
ciation of America—life membership on 
the basket ball rules committee—tomes 
(to him 30 years after he invented the 
game of basket ball.
